These peti have been called firth 
by the. decision. of, Judge 
Rives, of the United States. district court 
of Virginia, in the nattet bf two negroes 
who were tried by juries composed exelu- 
sively of negroes. That* injustice’ was 
done by this, there is no reason whatever 
to believe, but at: the same time, it 
seems to be fair that the “verdict ‘fn their 
case should haye been reached partly by 
reason of the decision of representatives 
of their own rave. Our Baltimoré, con 
temporary argues that negro juries are 
more severe upon theif own face than 
white, juries would be, and, this, is true. 
A negro juror is less likely todo exact 
justice to a representative of his own race, 
simply because, his sympathies are less 
keen and his ideas of equity somewhat 
obtuse, But, let ‘this be as it may, 
it is meverthelesa a: fact that the 
negro should have no cause of complaint 
whatever. He yotes, is presumed, to pay 
taxes, and exercises other rights of: citi- 
zénshifp, and’ it ‘Must be conceded by 
every fair-minded man that when he goes 
before the courts, he should at least have 
a partial representation upon the juries 
that are totry him. Suppose, for in- 
stance, that matters should be reversed in 
quarters where the negroes are in power, 


summoning juries composed entirely of 
‘negroes. It . will be. seen, at once 
that while negro juries may not deal 
out exact justice to negroes they have a 
right to demand that. the verdicts by 
which they are’ acquitted ‘or condemned 
shall be made up by mixed juries, 


Sherman's Plan of Resumption. 


The present senate refused to repeal or 
essentially modify the resumption act, 
and if the senate would act on it affirm- 
atively, Mr, Hayes would not.. The act 
will, therefore, stand, and: a -foreed re- 
sumption will be attempted on the first 
day of next January. That much is 
settled. Congress will do nothing to pre- 
vent the consummation of Secretary Sher- 
man’s scheme, and the people can do 
nothing. It is to go on—to what end no 
one knows, | 

Secretary Sherman’s’ plan for’ pro- 
ducing and maintaining an equivalency 
between. paper and “coin’’—for he dodges 

under this comprehensive word —are 
therefore intercstinz, and happily we are 
not wholly left to conjecture. The 
Baltimore bankers sent a delegation to 
interrogate him afew days ago, . They 
were loaded with several questions, every 
one of which was pertinent and 
pithy, and to which full and definite an- 
swers should have been given; for the 
interrogators and through them the peo- 
ple were entitled to the information 
sought. But under the very unneces- 
sary and unsound plea that congress is 
entitled to the ..first infermation, he 
evaded ‘some of the questions, ‘and an- 
swered after a fashion some of the others. 
His answers boiled down show that his 
plan of resumption is this: Actual 
straight-out resumption will take place, 
as the law directs, only at the sub-treasury 
in New York; but he proposes to'usher 
in practical resumption at the other chief 
poris by exercising his right to sell gold 
for greenbacks. In other words, he will, 
for @xample;. have a clerk in Baltimore 
empowered to offer to all comers gold for 
greenbacks, instead of greenbacks for 
gold. This is what he eatls maintaining 
the notes of the United States at par. It 
may be a violation of the resumption act, 
and therefore objectionable; but other- 
wise no objection can be reasonably 
raised to this feature of the plan. 

We éannot say as much of his determi- 
nation to receive, after January 1, green- 
backs for customs duties. Greenbacks 
should be receivable for a'l obligations, 
public or private, but unfortunately the 
law as: it stands declares otherwise. It 
says that all duties upon imports shall be 
paid ‘fin eein. or cein certificates.’’ The 
argument of convenience is all he has to 
fall back upon. He does, however, hope 
that congress will authorize the payment 
of duties ‘in greenbacks, but whether: it 
does. or not, he proposes to violate the 
letter of the law in this particular. This 
is certainly cool in an officer sworn to 
obey the laws of the country. 

The Baltimore bankers also submitted 
these questions’to ‘him : 

Fourth—Will standard silver dolla es 
issued in exctiane for greejibacks in 
more on and after January 1, 1879, and on 
irariwise; that is, will greenbacks be issued 
for the standard silver dollars? 

Fifth—Will there be an issue of certifi- 
cates for the deposit of silver with the a™ 
sistant treasurer uf the United States at Bal- 
timore, and will .hese certificates be treated 
as silver coin in payment of customs du- 


ties and other indebtedness to the govern- 
ment? 


We have carefully read the authorized 
version of Mr. Shermah’s reply, and if 
there is a sentence, or a phrase, or a word 
in it in answer to these questions, it is 
invisible to our eyes.

THE TWO OBJECTS OF THE CONVENTION. 

Twoof the main objects of the conven- 
tion were as follqws: Ist. To,stave off. by, 
defihite! sqtion ‘a growing dfsagreement be 
tweén two lines of transportation. It ap- 
pears that thé Hines fthinitig from the west 
into Baltimore became ambitious of getting 
the business of western freights for Georgia 
and Carolina by bringing them over their 


roads to Baltimore, and ot thence to 
Charles-ton and Savannah he Green line 
thought that this business properly belonged 
to it, Tocompete with the more rapid Green 
line route, the water routes would have 
had to cut rates and make up by lower 
freights what shippers by this line must 
lose in time. It was believed that this 
cutting of rates was about to commence 
when the association met. It was asked by 
the Green line that the rates be fixed, 
so that the water lines would not force them 
into a ruinous competition. 

The second point of interest was to make 
a new classification of freights. 
THE “GREEN LINE’ AND THE WATER LINES 


committees were appointed on the first 
might of the session on both of these sub- 
jects. 

The committee on the Green line and the 
Baltimore routes, afjer)a lengthy session, 
made a minority and majority report, the 
convention in the meanwhile holding no 
formal session. Most of the day was con- 
sumed in waiting, it being ho that the 
points at issue would be set before they 
came formally before the convention. 
The convention was called together to 
receive the reports at last, but simply 
recommitted both of them, The committee 
then went to work again, and at about 7 
o’clock brought in a compromise report. 
This report provided that the rates should 
be maintained by the Baltimore lines, and 
of course wards off the ruinous cutting that 
was anticipated. 

A PRACTICAL LOWERING OF RATES. 


._ The committee on classification made 
their report, which involves some imper- 
tant changes. There is’no reduction in the 
rates per se, but there are many articles that 
are put in classes lower than they are now in. 
An experienced railreader told us that the 
new classification would result in a practical 
reduction of about 20 per cent. in freights. 
The convention has not acted fully on this 
report, but it is thought that it will pass 
virtually as it was offered by the cemmittee. 

There are several other matter of minor 
importance that will come ua 1 before the con- 
vention, and the session will most probably 
last through to-day and possibly to-morrow. 
While there are, of course, points of dis- 
agreement on business topics, the conven- 
tion is reported as thoroughly harmonious 
andsympathetic. It is a larger convention 
than has been held in sometime, and so 
many delegates arrived on yesterda that it 
was necessary to transfer the body from the 
breakfast-room to the ball-room. The door 
of the room was kept closed, and reperters 
were politely steered off of the upper land- 
ing. We shall be able to give details of the 
new classification in to-morrow’s paper.
